It wasn’t the most enticing junket I’ve 
ever been invited to. To paraphrase: 

‘Join us at a construction site under an 
old industrial building, at a ridiculously 
early hour in the morning. Wear sensible 
shoes. You can watch a television presenter try to 
make a dent in a wall using a sledgehammer. You 
might get a coffee if you’re lucky.’ 

I knew, however, that this was likely to be the most 
significant philatelic press launch of the year, so I 
understood that it was worth getting up early for. 
Even though early meant 5.45am. Grunt! 

The old industrial building was Royal Mail's Mount 
Pleasant sorting office in London. The construction 
site comprised the platforms and engineering works 
of Mail Rail, the underground line which used to 
transport letters and packages between the capital’s 
sorting offices and railway termini. The occasion was 
the official launch of The Postal Museum. 

We’ve been waiting 18 long years for the rebirth of 
a national postal museum in Britain, and during that 
time there have been several false dawns. But this is 
the real McCoy, and we can begin to feel confident 
that it was worth waiting for. 

Above ground there is not much to see, with the 
main building still being gutted. Below ground there 
isn’t much to see either, to be honest, but you can let 
your imagination run away with you. The combination 
of a visual display with a passenger ride is the kind 
of three-dimensional experience every visitor 
attraction needs these days, and the Postal Museum 
will have just that. Worth getting up early for!

United Nations' gay 
equality stamps offend 
some member states 


The United Nations has attracted 
controversy by issuing six stamps 
promoting equality for Lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender (LGBT) people. 

Although launched by the Office of the 
High Commissioner for Human Rights as 
part of the UN’s Free & Equal campaign, the 
issue was rebuked by several member 
states, led by Nigeria and Ghana. 

Nigeria’s ambassador to the UN, Usman 
Sarki, said the stamps were ‘promoting 
aberrant behaviour under the guise of 
promoting human rights’. 

He continued: ‘We are distressed and 
alarmed that the UN has adopted an activist 
stance on a matter that does not enjoy 
consensus, or, for that matter, majority 
support, among member states.’ 

In response the High Commissioner for 
Human Rights, Navi Pillay, said: ‘The 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights 
promises a world in which everyone is born 
free and equal in dignity and rights: no 
exceptions, no-one left behind. Yet it’s still a 
hollow promise for many millions of LGBT 
people forced to confront hatred, 
intolerance, violence and discrimination on 
a daily basis.’ 

In almost half of the UN’s member 
states, homosexual activity remains a 
criminal offence. 



Designed by the Cuban artist Sergio 
Baradat, in French Art Deco style, the set 
was issued on February 5 for use at the 
UN Headquarters in New York, Geneva 
and Vienna. 


It features two stamps denominated in 
US dollars and inscribed in English, two 
denominated in Swiss francs and inscribe 
in French, and two denominated in euros 
and inscribed in German. 


Highest-value 
postage stamp in 
US history 

The United States has produced its first postage stamp with a 
denomination exceeding $20, in the shape of the priority express 
$22.95 value issued in January. 

The self-adhesive, depicting the Columbia River Gorge, is the 
latest in the American Landmarks series of high values, which 
began in 2008 with a $4.80 showing Mount Rushmore and a 
$16.50 showing the Hoover Dam. 

The series now extends to 16 designs, each meeting priority or 
express mail rates which were in effect at the time of issue, 
although some of these are now redundant.

Ireland definitives mark 
centenary of Easter Rising 


Ireland has issued a set of 16 definitive stamp designs marking 
the centenary of the 1916 Easter Rising against British rule. 

The stamps will be available from post offices for the rest of the 
year as machine-vended self-adhesives (‘stamps on a roll’) and 
from the philatelic service in special souvenir packs. 

The designs are grouped into four categories, intended to 
reflect a chronological narrative: Leaders & Icons, Participants, 
Easter Week and The Aftermath. Many show key personalities, 
such as Patrick Pearse and Roger Casement, while others depict 
the proclamation of a republic and the General Post Office, which 
was at the centre of the uprising. 

A special feature of the set is the use of augmented reality (AR) 
technology, so that scanning them with a smartphone app links 
users to An Post’s new GPO Witness History visitor centre. 

There are also booklets and coils of 70c and €1.05 stamps 
using some of the same designs but in a different format.

Jersey set celebrates 
George V portraiture 


Portraits of King George V are the focus of a new stamp issue 
released by Jersey on March 9. 

The second issue in a series exploring the royal legacy of Queen 
Victoria, the six stamps and a miniature sheet all feature paintings 
or drawings from the National Portrait Gallery in London. 

The King, who was Queen Victoria’s second-eldest grandson, came 
to the throne in 1910 and reigned for 25 years, changing the dynastic 
name from Saxe-Coburg-Gotha to Windsor during World War I. 

He built up the Royal Philatelic Collection into the world’s most 
comprehensive collection of Great Britain and the Commonwealth, 
and was only the second reigning monarch to pay an official royal 
visit to Jersey, in 1921. 

The portraits were made in 1911, 1914, 1922, 1926, 1933 and 1934, 
with the miniature sheet using an expanded version of the 1934 
painting. The stamps were printed by Enchede. 



Isle of Man 
stamps omit 
Queen's head 

Two of the stamps in a sheetlet issued by 
the Isle of Man featuring works by the 
locally-born artist Bryan Kneale have the 
Queen’s silhouette portrait omitted. 

A44p design reproducing Kneale’s 1985 
illustration of a horse appears three times 
in the sheetlet of 30, all in the furthest right 
column. Two of these three stamps lack 
the silhouette, which means that the 
correctly printed stamp is less common

UNITED STATES 1851 

Rare variety of the 1c on cover 


Daniel F Kelleher’s latest auction included a 
rare cover bearing a strip of three of the 1c 
blue from the United States second issue of 
1851, one of which is a rare subtype. 

Distinguishing the many subtypes in this 
imperforate issue depends on scrutiny of 
the ornamentation at the top and bottom of 
the design, often hampered by the way they 
were carelessly cut from sheets. 

In this case, however, the large bottom 
margins mean that one stamp can be 
identified as the very rare type I, which 
comes only from one position on the right 
pane of the early state of plate 1. 

The other two, on a cover addressed from 
Maryland to Ohio, are type lb.

SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE 1938 

Perforation error on top 5r value 


Murray Payne’s latest sale of British Commonwealth material from 
the reign of King George VI included a major rarity from the 
Somaliland Protectorate. 

It was an unmounted mint strip of four of the top value from the 
1938 definitive series, the 5r black, with the central two stamps 


imperforate between. Only six such strips are known to exist. 

The map design was used for the four highest values in a set of 12, 
recess-printed by Waterlow.

CANADA 1908 

Largest block of the 50c 


Brigham Auctions sold this unique exhibition 
piece of Canada, the largest known block of the 
1903-12 King Edward VII 50c deep violet. 

The upper pane of 40 includes the ‘Ottawa Nol’ 
inscription in the top margin, and the stamps are 
unhinged and in fine to very fine condition. 

This block was part of the ‘Port Maitland find’, 
which came to light when a family from the town 
took four complete sheets of the 50c to a dealer in 
Toronto in the 1950s. They were broken up into 
blocks, of which this is the largest. 

This was the top value in a set of seven recess- 
printed by the American Bank Note Co in Ottawa.

The only known cover with the ‘Paid at Ireland Island/Bermuda’ 
circular datestamp came up in Spink’s general sale. 

The underpaid mourning cover, sent to New Brunswick in January 
1863, also has the latest recorded use of the locally made ‘6d’ 
handstamp. Both were struck in red ink.

SERBIA 1941 

Missing burelage error 

Soler y Llach’s all-world sale offered an error from the German 
occupation of Serbia in World War II, a strip of five of the 1941 
Prisoners of War Fund 4d+12d charity stamp with missing burelage. 

The set of four values was printed in panes of 25 (5x5), partly 
printed with a coloured burelage and a large double-lined Cyrillic 
symbol to give the effect of the Serbian cross. 

This strip comes from the only pane of the 4d+12d which has been 
discovered with the burelage missing, so it contains two of only four 
known stamps with the Cyrillic symbol (in red) but no burelage.

Rolli-Schar’s auction included this attractive Zeppelin cover posted from 
Liechtenstein to Switzerland via Tokyo. 

Graf Zeppetin’s round-the-world flight in 1929 went from Lakehurst in 
New Jersey to Friedrichshafen in Germany, Tokyo in Japan, Los Angeles in 
California and back to Lakehurst, with covers picked up and dropped off at 
all the stops. This one, franked with an array of Liechtenstein stamps and 
handstamped with the airship’s ‘Weltrundfahrt’ cachet, was flown on the 
Friedrichshafen-Tokyo leg before returning to Europe by surface mail.

Lives dedicated to 
helping other people 





T he British Humanitarians issue on 

March 15 will commemorate the Lives 
of six individuals who devoted their 
energies to helping and protecting other 
people, both in the UK and abroad. 

The three men and three women, active in 
the 19th and 20th centuries, shared an 
innate concern for their fellow human 
beings struggling against illness, poverty, 


violence or hypocrisy, and a single-minded 
desire to help them in practical ways. 

Unusually, the issue appears to be an 
example of people power influencing 
Royal Mail’s stamp programme. It was 
announced after more than 100,000 people 
supported an online petition for Nicholas 
Winton to be honoured, following his death 
last year; there is no evidence that a set 


such as this was already planned. 

Designed by Hat-Trick, based on black- 
and-white photographs, the stamps are 
printed in litho by International Security 
Printers, in se-tenant strips of three. 

1st class NICHOLAS WINTON 

Winton (1909-2015) is credited with saving 
the lives of 669 mostly Jewish children from

almost certain death in Nazi concentration 
camps, by organising their evacuation from 
Czechoslovakia to Britain or Sweden in 
1939, on the eve of World War II. He visited 
refugee camps compiling lists of eligible 
children, found foster parents for them 
and organised their safe passage across 
Europe on his Kindertransport trains. 

1st class SUE RYDER 

Ryder (1924-2000) volunteered as a relief 
worker in Europe at the end of World War II, 
helping refugees, orphans and 
concentration camp survivors, most 
notably in Poland. In 1953 she established 
the Sue Ryder Foundation, which set up 
more than 80 homes and hospices around 
the world for people with physical or 
mental disabilities. She was married to 
Leonard Cheshire, who also founded a 
major charity. 

1st class JOHN BOYD ORR 

Orr (1880-1971) advocated improved 
nutrition and global co-operation over 
food provision as means of fighting poverty 
and ensuring peace. In 1945 he was 
appointed the first Director-General of the 
United Nations’ Food & Agriculture 
Organisation, and in 1946 established the 
International Emergency Food Council to 
address post-war famine. In 1949 he was 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize for his 
efforts to eliminate world hunger.

£1.33 EGLANTYNE JEBB 

Jebb (1876-1928) founded the Save The 
Children Fund in 1919 to help relief work for 
German and Austrian children reduced to 
poverty by World War I, and later victims of 
the Russian famine. She drafted the 
Declaration of the Rights of the Child, which 
was adopted by the League of Nations in 
1924, and campaigned tirelessly for the 
welfare and education of children. 

£1.33 JOSEPH ROWNTREE 

Rowntree (1836-1925) was a businessman 
who ran the family confectionery firm in 
York, but also a philanthropist keen to 


improve his employees’ quality of life. He 
introduced medical services, education, 
sickness benefits and pension schemes for 
them. In 1904, he used his personal wealth 
to endow three trusts to promote social 
reform, adult education and affordable 
housing for the working classes. 

£1.33 JOSEPHINE BUTLER 

Butler (1828-1906) campaigned for 
women’s rights and access to higher 
education. She was pivotal in the successful 
battle to repeal the Contagious Diseases 
Acts, which were used to deny civil rights to 
women suspected of being prostitutes, and 
later campaigned against child prostitution 
and in favour of female suffrage.

R oyal Mail will issue a set of 10 

stamps on April 5 to mark the 400th 
anniversary of the death of William 
Shakespeare, the most published and most 
performed dramatist in history. 

The designs pay tribute to the genius of 
‘the immortal bard’ by reproducing famous 
quotes from eight of his plays and two of his 
poems, in a variety of typefaces and styles. 

Designed by The Chase, the stamps are 
printed in Litho by International Security 
Printers, in se-tenant strips of five. 

Previous sets relating to Shakespeare 
featured scenes from his plays (1964), 
illustrated the Globe Theatre in London 
where many were performed in his Lifetime 


(1995), and celebrated the Royal 
Shakespeare Company which performs 
them to this day (2011); although the Latter 
issue included quotes alongside images of 
actors in performance, this is the first set to 
focus solely on the Language for which the 
bard is renowned. 

Shakespeare died on April 23, 1616. The 
stamps are being released before the 
precise anniversary to avoid clashing with 
the forthcoming issue marking the 
Queen’s 90th birthday. 

1st class HAMLET 

‘To thine own self be true’, spoken by the 
self-absorbed Polonius as a last piece of 


advice to his son Laertes, who is 
departing for Paris. 

1st class JULIUS CAESAR 

‘Cowards die many times before their 
deaths. The valiant never taste of death but 
once’, spoken by Caesar to his wife 
Catphurnia when she begs him not to 
venture out in public on the Ides of March 
due to bad omens. 

1st class ROMEO & JULIET 

‘Love is a smoke made with the fume of 
sighs’, spoken by Romeo to his friend 
Benvotio as they ruminate on how being in 
Love can be a bittersweet experience. 
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1st class AS YOU LIKE IT 

‘The fool doth think he is wise, but the wise 
man knows himself to be a fool’, spoken by 
Touchstone, the court jester, to William, his 
Love rival, before threatening to kill him. 

1st class MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING 

‘There was a star danced, and under that 
was I born’, spoken by the talkative and 
witty Beatrice, impressing the Aragonese 
prince Don Pedro. 

1st class SONNET 30 

‘But if the white I think on thee, dear friend, 
all Losses are restored and sorrows end’, 
written as a tribute to a deceased friend.

Ground-breaking 
ceremony for new 
Postal Museum 


The official launch of The Postal Museum on February 4 
included a ground-breaking ceremony and details of 
what visitors can expect when it opens to the public. 

In the engineering depot Mail Rail, underthe sorting 
office at Mount Pleasant in London, historian and 
television presenter Dan Snow attacked an old office 
building with a sledgehammer, heralding the start of its 
transformation into a visitor attraction with a train ride 
and interactive exhibitions. 

Just across the road and above ground, Calthorpe 
House is in the process of being turned into the main 
museum building, with five zones leading visitors through 
the story of the British postal service. 

The first details of how the exhibition space will be 
arranged suggest an emphasis on innovation and 
ingenuity, and also on the people who have worked for 
the Post Office or had their lives changed by it. 

The £26m project is expected to open early in 2017 and 
welcome 186,000 visitors in its first fullyear. Calthorpe 
House will also be the new home for the Royal Mail 
archive, with improved facilities for philatelic research.

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Label sheets feature

Royal Mail has produced self-adhesive label sheets celebrating the 
80th anniversary of two popular Scottish newspaper cartoon strips, 
Oor Wuttie and The Broons. 

Originally drawn by Dudley Watkins, both strips have been 
published in the weekly newspaper The Sunday Post from 1936 to 
date, and the sheets have been produced in association with 
publishers D C Thomson. 

In both cases, 10 different labels accompany 10 1st class Saltire 
stamps, sold in special folders with background information and 
further images of the comic strips. In limited editions of 10,000, 
issued on March 8, they are priced £14.99 each or £24.99 for the pair.

Castles test printing 
discovered from 1963 

A recent discovery of a test printing sheds new light on the printing 
history of the pre-decimal Castles high values. 

The block of the 12 of the 2s 6d value, depicting Carrickfergus 
Castle, is printed in black ratherthan brown, on poor-quality thick 
paper that is unwatermarked, ungummed and imperforate. 

It dates from after 1963, when the contract for printing the series 
was transferred from De La Rue to Bradbury Wilkinson, and the 
preparation of printing plates reverted from electroplating to the 
use of a transfer roller. 

Periodically, test printings were made to ensure that the 
alignment was correct, and it is thought black ink was used for 
these as it would most readily show up any flaws. 

The block, now in the hands of specialist collector Peter Shaw, 
shows markings forwhere the transfer roller was to be applied. 



HOT OFF THE PRESS

DEFINITIVE SECURITY UNDERLAY 

The new wavy-line security underlay on the backing 
paper beneath self-adhesive stamps is being applied by 
the laminate manufacturer, not by the stamp printer. 

Besides business sheets of the 2nd class blue (March 
issue, page 23), booklets of the same stamp and also the 
1st class amethyst purple and 1st Large red definitives 
have now appeared with the underlay, all with ‘15’ year 
codes. It is expected on counter sheets by the summer. 

DEFINITIVE PHOSPHOR INK 

A change in the appearance of the phosphor has been 
noted on definitive printings since mid-2015. It has a 
much duller fluorescent reaction than before. 

This is due to the use of a new phosphor ink, rather than 
any alteration in the specification set by Royal Mail. 

DEFINITIVE SECURITY CODES 

The year code ‘16’ has appeared on the £1.33 definitive, as 
well as on a number of frequently reprinted lower values. 

The £1.33 was available at the Royal Mail stand at 
Spring Stampex. Other values are less easy to find, as 
most post offices are still selling older stock.

Machin -design Post & Go stamps vended by the machine 
at The Postal Museum (formerly the BPMA) featured the 
organisation’s new logo from February 1. This was 
slightly misplaced until it was corrected on February 15.

The Locomotive design from the new Heritage 
Transport pictorial set was due to be available from a 
Post & Go machine installed at the Steam GWR Museum 
in Swindon from February 25, with a ‘Steam GWR’ 
location identifier and an exra ‘Swindon 175’ inscription 
to mark the 175th anniversary of the Swindon Works. 

One location-specific Post & Go inscription which has 
only recently come to light is that of Wheatstone House, 
the Swindon premises of Royal Mail's facilities 
management company, Romec. It had a machine installed 
in March 2015, although it could be used only by staff and 
visiting contractors, and the location identifier was 
removed at the same time as those from the Royal Mail 
enquiry offices in Bradford and Crewe. 

The Wheatstone House machine has since been moved 
to the headquarters of the British Forces Post Office at 
RAF Northolt in London. Once again it is not for use by the 
general public and its stamps have no special inscription.

In response to John Crace’s Devil’s 
Advocate column about the choice of 
themes for Great Britain’s special issues 
(February issue, page 33), Royal Mail is in 
good company, judging by a quick scan of 
new issues from elsewhere.

Commercially-motivated stamps used to 
be sent to the back of the catalogue 

I agree wholeheartedly with John Cumes (March issue, page 28) about the pointlessness 
of buying stamps churned out for purely commercial reasons. 

Royal Mail’s stamps division is tasked by the parent company to generate large 
amounts of revenue at low cost, hence the huge number of high-value, low-quality issues 
now produced. 

On the other hand Post Office Counters wants the most efficient method of dealing with 
items of mail, and Horizon labels are the perfect solution. It doesn’t want to sell 
commemorative stamps, as these are not necessary for its business. 

I don’t know what percentage of stamps are never postally used, and therefore 
represent pure profit for Royal Mail, but what’s the betting that it is over 90%? 

Once upon a time, I remember, stamps which had no genuine postal use were relegated 
to the back of the catalogue! 

I continue to collect modern issues, but only engraved and recess-printed stamps, so 
that I can appreciate the skill and creativity of the likes of Martin Morck and Pierre 
Albuisson. I’m happy to hand over money to countries such as Sweden, Monaco or the 
Czech Republic, as they produce quality items at a relatively cheap price.

Supervision of Post & Go is not good enough 

John Crace’s Devil’s Advocate column was bang on the money (February issue, page 33). 
Ever since Royal Mail became more interested in the bottom line rather than the integrity of 
its philatelic output, embarrassment is becoming its tourde force. 

The Post & Go issues despatched from the philatelic service with incorrect service 
indicators are proof that all is not well with the organisation’s attempt to get up to speed 
with stamp printing technology. 

It beggars belief that the people who are directly responsible for ensuring that Post & Go 
machines issue the correct stamps with the correct values are being allowed to follow up 
each error with several more. Not nearly enough time is being spent on supervising the 
correct implementation of these machines. 

The upside to this is that we collectors are more likely to happen upon valuable errors, but 
they will only be valuable if the machine does not pump out too many of them. At the 
moment, that looks unlikely.

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SOAPBOX 

Stanley Gibbons is struggling financially because it forgot what it does best: dealing in stamps. 
It needs to get back to basics, argues philatelist and fund manager Allan Brink

All readers of this magazine will 
recognise the name Stanley Gibbons: a 
stamp dealer since 1856, and the 
publisher of the best English-language 
worldwide catalogue, with premises at 
339 Strand in London and a royal 
warrant of appointment. 

Fewer readers may be aware that 
Stanley Gibbons is quoted on the 
alternative investment market (AIM) of 
the London Stock Exchange. Recently its 
shares have been plummeting in value, 
so what's gone wrong? 

CHANGE OF FOCUS 
Until about four years ago, Stanley 
Gibbons essentially just traded stamps 
and postal history. 

It pioneered the message that 
philatelic material should be considered 
a special asset class, and therefore 
subject to financial investment not 
necessarily driven by a burning desire to 
fill a blank space in an album. This was 
based on the solid evidence that the 
prices of rare and exquisite stamps held 
up well during the financial crisis of 
2008 and subsequently. 

It also launched the SG30 index and 
SG250 index, stock exchange-like 
indices (actually listed on Bloomberg) 
which track the values of the rarest 30 
and 250 British stamps respectively. 

Eventually, however, just trading in 
stamps apparently became too boring 
for the board of directors and 
management of Stanley Gibbons, as they 
sought to increase the company’s 
revenues. With the company in good 
financial standing, they decided to 
expand into other collectables. 

Gibbons bought a number of other 


companies, among them Noble 
Investments, a dealer in coins, medals, 
fine wine, jewellery and manuscripts, 
for £46. 4m, Mallett, an antiques dealer 
with showrooms in London and New 
York City, for £8. 6m, and Murray Payne, 
a philatelic dealer specialising in King 
George VI, for £1.0m. 

Around the same time, the company 
moved its headquarters and 
management to Jersey. 

FALLING PROFITS 

Gibbons’ sales increased from £35. 6m in 
2011-12 to £56. 9m in 2014-15. However, 
pre-tax profits fell from £5. 3m to only 
£3. 1m, and a healthy bank balance of 
£6. 8m turned into a net debt of £11.7m. 

Unfortunately, that negative trend has 
continued. When the company last 
reported, for the first half of the 2015-16 
financial year, half-yearly sales were 
£27.0m but pre-tax profits had fallen to 
£0.4m. Net debt had increased to 
£17.0m, and the company was forced to 
cut the dividend paid to shareholders. 

The acquisitions of other companies 
have taken a toll. Not only has Gibbons 
incurred extra debt, but the issue of 
more than 12 million shares to finance 
the purchase of Noble Investments 
means that its meagre profits now have 
to be divided between a total of 47 
million shareholders. 

The company openly admits that it has 
taken its eyes off the ball. Chairman 
Martin Bralsford said in his comments 
accompanying the interim results: ‘The 
integration of acquisitions and 
management change has clearly 
represented a distraction to short-term 
sales initiatives, particularly from our 


sizeable philatelic inventory, 
contributing to the sharp decline in our 
trading performance.’ 

DEVALUED SHARES 

The stock market has not been slow in 
marking down Stanley Gibbons shares, 
which have seen a spectacular 88% fall, 
from a high of 380p in February 2014 to 
less than 45p in February 2016. 

Stanley Gibbons is majority-owned by 
a number of investment funds, which 
have problems in reacting to bad news 
as the limited liquidity in the shares on 
the AIM market means that selling large 
holdings is like a shot in the foot. 

Nevertheless, the way the share price 
stabilised in January on a very high 
turnover of 7.2m shares (about 15% of 
the total) traded, makes it appear that 
some of the investment funds decided to 
bite the bullet, while bargain-hunters 
stepped in, in the hope of buying at the 
bottom of the market. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
current board of directors and 
management will be able to turn the 
company around, or whether the 
shareholders will seek to bring in new 
blood at the annual general meeting, 
which takes place in May or June. 

BACK TO BASICS 

Companies should never forget to focus 
on the things which made them 
successful in the first place. 

Stanley Gibbons should get back to 
concentrating on buying and selling rare 
stamps. And if it really has ambitions to 
be a global company, perhaps London is 
a better place to be than St Helier?

Postal system relying on the kindness of strangers 

As a member of Postcrossing, 
the postcard exchanging 
organisation, I discovered a 
fascinating story when I went 
online to register a postcard 
I’d received. 

Did anyone know about the 
Galapagos Islands postbox, an 
unofficial postal system which 
has existed for more then 220 
years, relying on the kindness 
of strangers to deliver 
unstamped mail? 

18th-century ships whaling 
ortrading in the Pacific Ocean 
might be away from their home 
ports for long stretches of 
time, even years, so 
communication between the 
crews and their families was difficult. 

But Floreana Island in the Galapagos was a particularly popular stop-off for repair work 
or to pick up water and food, so in 1793 one Captain James Colnett set up a simple wooden 
barrel where mail could be left, to be picked by other mariners who might return to their 
home ports more quickly and hand -deliver them to the addressees. The place became 
known as Post Office Bay, and apparently the system is still in operation!

UNREQUITED LOVE 

Besides your real collection, you deserve a dream collection: the one you would put together 
if money was no object, but which you know will only ever exist in your mind 


I t’s the fate of almost every 
collector to have an 
unrequited passion. Indeed, 
the out-of-reach is an integral 
part of the pleasure and 
fascination in collecting. 

Imagine winning the lottery 
and finding yourself able to buy 
every stamp you ever wanted. 
You could indulge your wildest 
fantasies. For the right price, 
any rarity could be yours, even if 
there were only a few examples 
in private hands. 

For a day or so, it would be a 
wondrous 
feeling, but 
surely it would 
pale once you 
realised that it 
had taken much 
of the tension out 
of your hobby. 

Passion is all the 
greater when it is 
unrequited. 

When I first 
started 

collecting, at the 
age of eight, my 
father bought me 
a Stanley Gibbons 
catalogue of 
Great Britain 
stamps. This 
being 1965, and 
my dad being my 
dad (he had never 
really got to grips with the end 
of rationing), it was a 
secondhand copy from the 
1950s. Even so, it was my 
window to philatelic aspiration. 

There were some stamps I 
drooled over at again and again. 
The 1882 £5 orange, the 1929 
PUCCI, the 1935 Silver Jubilee 
2V2d Prussian blue, and the 
1913-34 Seahorses. All these 
were far more iconic to me than 
the comparatively common 
Penny Black. 

Fiftyyears have dulled the 
memory, and alas I no longer 
have the catalogue, so forgive 
me if for not recalling the exact 
figures, but I am sure these 


stamps were available for under 
£100 each. If only, if only... 

Of course, value is relative, 
and when my pocket money was 
6d perweek (3d forspending, 3d 
for saving) any stamp costing 
more than 2s 6d was the stuff of 
fantasy. But I knew my mum and 
dad had a lot more than a few 
hundred quid between them, so 
I couldn’t understand why they 
hadn’t gone out and bought 
these stamps for themselves. 

In some ways I still can’t. Had 
they done so, they’d have made 


a great deal more money on 
them than on other investments 
they did make. And sadly that’s 
one ability I definitely inherited 
from my parents: the knack of 
buying the wrong thing at the 
wrong time! 

Strangely, I no longer hanker 
for the £5 orange, the PUC £1 or 
the 2V2d Prussian blue. I still 
think they are objects of beauty 
and wonder, but I am perfectly 
happy to let them exist in the 
collections of other people.

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ZEPPELIN STAMPS & POSTAL HISTORY 


Light fantastic 

At the dawn of the 20th century, airships appeared to be the long-distance 
transport for the future for both passengers and mail. The exotic craft and their 
exotic covers are synonymous with one man, Count Ferdinand von Zeppelin 

■ Report by John Winchester 


I n the 18th and 19th centuries, 
the pioneers of lighter-than-air 
flying machines had almost 
exclusively been French. 

In 1783 Joseph-Michel and 
Jacques-Etienne Montgolfier 
ascended to 1,800m in a tethered 
hot-air balloon, and Jacques 
Charles demonstrated the 
advantages of hydrogen by 
reaching an altitude of about 
3,000m in an untethered flight. 

In 1785 Jean-Pierre Blanchard 
crossed the English Channel (124 
years before the first crossing by 
aeroplane) in a balloon which was 
fitted with bird-like moveable 
wings and a tail for rudimentary 
propulsion and steering. Finally, in 
1852, Henri Giffard invented the 
powered airship, controlled by a 
steam engine driving a propeller. 

This achievement ensured that 
the original term for a powered 
airship was a French word: 
dirigible, which means 'steerable'. 

That Germany took over the lead 
role in airship development at the 
dawn of the 20th century was 
down to one man, Count 
Ferdinand von Zeppelin.

Design inspirations 

Although he was born in Konstanz 
(Constance) in the Grand Duchy of 
Baden in 1838, Zeppelin was raised 
in the military aristocracy of the 
neighbouring Kingdom of 
Wiirttemberg. 

He studied engineering as an 
army cadet, and was sent to the 
United States to act as an observer 
during the American Civil War in 
1863, where he noted the use of 


tethered balloons as observation 
posts and even made his first 
ascent, in Minnesota. 

Appointed adjutant to the King 
of Wiirttemberg in 1865, he took 
part in the Franco-Prussian War of 
1870-71, and was impressed by the 
use of balloons to carry passengers 
and mail out of besieged Paris. 

In 1874, after reading a lecture by 
Heinrich von Stephan, the director 
of the postal system in the new

ready to take off from Lake Constance in 1900 birth illustrates LI 4, launched in 1908 
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German Empire, entitled A World 
Postal System & Airship Travel', he 
outlined his first proposal for the 
construction of large rigid-framed 
dirigibles. 

Following retirement from the 
army after several spells as a 
Prussian cavalry officer, in 1891, 
Zeppelin began to devote his full 
attention to airship development at 
the age of 53. 

Problematic prototypes 

After seeking guidance from 
prominent Wiirttemberg motor 
engineers Gottlieb Daimler and 
William Maybach, Zeppelin set up 
a company, Luftschiffbau Zeppelin, 
to build airships in a floating 
hangar near Friedrichshafen on 
Bodensee (Lake Constance). 

The concept was for a number of 
fabric or animal-skin bags of 
hydrogen enclosed in a rigid metal 
framework of transverse rings and 
longitudinal girders, all within a 
fabric outer shell. Power would be 
provided by petrol engines 
mounted in a gondola underneath, 
which would also provide 
accommodation for passengers. 

The prototype LZ 1 made her 
maiden flight, lasting 18 minutes, 
on July 2, 1900. Underpowered and 
lacking stability fins, she neither 
impressed the military observers 
nor generated investment in the 
company as had been hoped. 

After raising new funding, partly 
from a state lottery authorised by 
the King of Wiirttemberg, Zeppelin 
bounced back five years later. LZ 2 
suffered from mechanical problems 
in 1905, but LZ 3 successfully 
achieved an eight-hour flight in 
1907, and LZ 4 captured the 
imagination of the public and of 
Kaiser Wilhelm II in 1908. 

When LZ 4 was destroyed by an 
explosion of her hydrogen gas after 
breaking free of her moorings at 
Echterdingen in a storm, it might 


have been the end of the road for 
Zeppelin. However, a rallying of 
public support raised six million 
marks in what became known as 
'the Miracle of Echterdingen', 
enabling his work to continue. 

Commercial success 

The flight by LZ 4 on August 4, 
1908, had seen the tentative birth of 
Zeppelin philatelic mail, as 
commemorative cards (without

stamps or cachets) were dropped 
overboard and finders were 
requested to forward them to the 
addressee. 

Such initiatives were developed 
further after an operating 
company, Deutsche Luftschiffahrts- 
Aktiengesellschaft (German 
Airship Travel Corporation) was 
set up in November 1909. DELAG, 
as it was known, which was 
effectively the world's first 
commercial airline, threw drop- 
bags overboard containing a small 
financial reward for the finders, 
and yellow-and-blue postcards 
which would yield a personal 
message from Count von Zeppelin 
if they were posted. 

Airships were not yet reliable 
enough to be used for inter-city 
mail delivery. Indeed, DELAG's 
first three vessels, LZ 6, LZ 7 
Deutschland and LZ 8 Deutschland II, 
were all destroyed in 1910-11, by 
fire in a hangar, a crash-landing 
and storm damage respectively. 

However, the next generation 
proved itself commercially viable 
over the next three years, with 
LZ 10 Schwaben making 218 flights, 
LZ 13 Hansa 399 flights (including 
the first outside Germany) and 
LZ 17 Sachsen 419 flights. 

The carriage of mail reached a 
respectable level, with official 
recognition by the Imperial Postal 
Service and the crew selling 
stamped, illustrated airmail cards 
to passengers. 

Military takeover 

With the outbreak of World War I, 
DELAG was forced to surrender its 
entire fleet of airships to the 
German military, which refitted 
them with bomb racks and added 
machine guns in the tail. 

Other countries declined to build 
airships specifically for military 
purposes, as 34 aeroplanes could 
be manufactured for the price of [>

Propaganda cinderellas of World War I record 
the airship menace from a British point of view. 

One produced by Winox, a company which sold 
tonic wine, illustrates a grieving family at the 
bedside of a mother killed in an air raid, under 
the ironic inscription ‘The Zeppelin Triumph’. 

Another, produced for the Lord Roberts 
Memorial Fund Stamp Album, commemorates 
Reginald ‘Rex’ Warneford of the Royal Naval Air 
Service, who became the first British pilot to 
shoot down a Zeppelin when he downed LZ 37 
over Belgium on June 7, 1915. 





a single dirigible. But Zeppelin 
increased production, building 
more than 80 over the next four 
years (numbered LZ 26 to LZ 114 ), 
and further airships were built by 
the rival Schiitte-Lanz company, so 
Germany had a unique weapon 
with sufficient range to carry out 
bombing raids over Britain and 
other enemy nations. 

The first airship raid took place 
on London on May 31, 1915, when 
LZ 38 dropped incendiary bombs 
over the side of its gondola. About 
50 more raids followed over the 
course of the war, mostly at night. 

Navigational and bombing 
accuracy were poor, but more than 
500 people were killed, and the 
sinister silhouette of a Zeppelin, 
accompanied by the thumping of 
its Maybach engines, became a 
vision of terror for British civilians. 

The Zeppelin menace began to 
recede when defensive measures 
improved. Ground batteries firing 
incendiary ammunition were 
augmented from February 1916 by 
Ranken darts dropped by fighter 
aircraft, which would pierce the 
skin of an airship and ignite. 

Besides being used for supply 
and reconnaissance missions, 
Zeppelins also bombed Bucharest 
in Romania and Naples in Italy, 
although plans to attack Russia, 
Egypt and Malta all failed.

Post-war recovery 

When the war came to an end there 
was a brief attempt to resume 
civilian airship services, but the 
Treaty of Versailles in 1919 
specified that all existing craft had 
to be handed over to the allied 
nations as war reparations, and 
that no new large ones could be 
constructed. 

Following the death of Count 
Zeppelin in 1917, he had been 
succeeded as company chairman 
by Dr Hugo Eckener, who had 
joined the company initially as a 
publicist and then a pilot. Eckener 
was determined to keep the 
company going, even though it 
temporarily had to resort to

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BRITISH FAILURES 


Britain had its own airship industry, although it was much less 
impressive and shorter-lived than Germany’s. 

The Royal Naval Air Service operated a fleet of small airships 
during World War I, mostly in the campaign against U-boat activity, 
and Zeppelins which were shot down provided British engineers with 
useful information about howthey were built, enabling passenger 
craft to be refined after the war. 

In 1919 the Royal Air Force’s R34 carried 31 people from Edinburgh 
to New York and back, completing the first transatlantic crossings by 
a rigid airship. But attempts to build on this success were ill-fated: in 
1921 the R38 broke up over Hull, with the loss of 44 lives. 

Three years later the Imperial Airship Scheme was established, 
with long-term aspirations to build new vessels to deliver mail to 
around the Empire. 

R100 flew successfully to Canada in August 1930, albeit without 
carrying mail, but in October of the same year RIO Vs flight to India 
ended in tragedy when she crashed in France, killing 48 of her 54 
passengers, including the Secretary of State for Air, Lord Thomson. 

With R100 immediately grounded and later sold for scrap, Britain’s

airship programme came to an abrupt end. 



manufacturing kitchen utensils. 

An opportunity presented itself 
in 1923-24, when Zeppelin was 
contracted to build LZ 126 for the 
United States Navy, which named 
her USS Los Angeles. The work kept 
the factory going until Germany 
was permitted to resume building 
airships for itself. 

Graf Zeppelin 

Eckener was thinking big, 
determined to restore Zeppelin to 
the limelight with a vessel which 
would impress the world and offer 
a non-stop passenger service across 
the Atlantic. The result would be 
LZ 127 Graf Zeppelin, named in 


honour of the company's founder 
(Graf being the German word for 
Count), the most successful airship 
of all time. 

In a throwback to 1908, most of 
the RM2, 000,000 required for her 
construction was raised by public 
subscription, but in all other 
respects Graf Zeppelin was in a 
different league. 

Built in 1926-28, she was the 
largest flying object yet 
constructed, with a length of 236m 
(775ft), four times that of a modern 
Boeing 747 airliner. Five Maybach 
petrol engines gave her a top speed 
of 80mph, her gondola could sleep 
24 passengers and, crucially, she

had the capacity for up to 100,000 
items of mail. 

Her maiden transatlantic 
crossing left Friedrichshafen on 
October 11, 1928, and reached 
Lakehurst in New Jersey on O 
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October 15, despite violent storms 
which damaged her tail fabric, 
necessitating mid-air repairs. 

Much of the commemorative mail 
she carried, handstamped and 
sorted on board, bore the first 
dedicated Zeppelin stamps: 
Germany's 2m blue (for airmail 
postcards) and 4m brown (for 
airmail letters) depicting her 
passing over the world. 

Superficially the flight was a 
triumph, but a regular scheduled 
service between Germany and the 
USA seemed unachievable; Graf 
Zeppelin's return trip was delayed 
by two weeks as more repairs were 
made, and her next transatlantic 
flight in 1929 had to be abandoned 
due to multiple engine failures 
soon after departure. 

As a distraction from reality, 
Eckener arranged a series of long- 
distance demonstration flights. 
These gave the airship maximum 
publicity and prestige without 
having to adhere to a rigid 
timetable, and brought in much- 
needed revenue by carrying 
philatelic mail.

MAIL FROM BRITAIN 


When Graf Zeppelin paid several visits to Britain between April 1930 
and July 1932, carrying mail from Germany, the General Post Office 
truculently refused to allow her to carry outgoing British mail. 

Only with the start of the regular South America service in 1932 did 
Britain finally agree to entrust mail to a German airship. 

The letter rate to Brazil was 3s 6d per half ounce, while postcards 
were rated at Is 9d. 



Round-the-World flight 

The first of these demonstration 
flights was the Round-The-World 
Flight (Weltrundfahrt), officially 
starting and finishing in the USA

in deference to American 
commercial backing. 

Graf Zeppelin left Lakehurst on 
August 8, 1929, heading east, and 
arrived back there 21 days, 5 hours 
and 31 minutes later, after 
refuelling stops at Friedrichshafen, 
Tokyo in Japan and Los Angeles in 
California. 

It was the fastest 

circumnavigation of the globe yet, 
and the crew were treated to a 
tickertape parade along Broadway 
in New York while Eckener was 
invited to visit President Herbert 
Hoover at the White House. 

Europe Pan-America flight 

This feat was hard to follow, but 
almost as much excitement was 
generated by the Europe Pan- 
America Flight which started in 
May 1930. 

Beginning at Friedrichshafen, 
Graf Zeppelin stopped at Seville in 
Spain before crossing the Atlantic 
to Pernambuco in Brazil, visiting 
Rio de Janiero, heading north to 
Lakehurst and making a return 
crossing to Europe. 

The United States marked the 
occasion by issuing a set of three 
Zeppelin stamps, in denominations 
of 65c (the airmail postcard rate to 
Europe), $1.30 (the airmail letter 
rate to Europe) and $2.60 (for an 
airmail letter round trip, returning 
by steamship). 

There were also commemoratives 
from other countries, with 
Germany overprinting its 1928 
Zeppelin issue '1 Sudamerika 
Fahrt' and Bolivia and Argentina 
producing special overprints.

Graf Zeppelin's third great 
promotional venture was a three- 
day flight over the North Pole in 
July 1931, with both philatelic and 
scientific motives. 

In a publicity stunt arranged 
with the USSR, there was a polar 
rendezvous with the Soviet 
icebreaker Malygin , during which 
the two vessels exchanged more 
than 50,000 items of mail. The 
airship also carried out aerial 
photography and meteorological 
and magnetic field measurements 
which had never before been 
possible. 

The Soviet Union commemorated 
the event through a special issue of 
four stamps, with an illustration of 
the ship and airship being t>

watched by a polar bear, while 
Germany added a lm red to its 
1928 pair of Zeppelin stamps and 
overprinted all three with 
Tolar-Fahrt 1931'. 

South America service 

Graf Zeppelin finally started a 
regular international service in 
1932, between Germany and South 
America, terminating at Rio de 
Janeiro. She crossed to South 
America 18 times in 1932 alone, and 
would rack up 136 flights over the 
next five years. 

Passengers paid premium prices, 
but only around 20 of them could 
be carried on each flight, along 
with a limited amount of high- 
value freight, so airmail continued 
to be a key generator of revenue. A 
flight cachet and a connecting 
cachet were applied to each item of 
mail, the design changing with 
each flight. 

In October 1933 one return flight 
from Brazil to Germany was 
diverted to visit the Century of 
Progress World's Fair in Chicago. 
The USA was moved to issue a 
fourth Zeppelin stamp to mark the 
occasion, and Germany's 1928 set 
were overprinted once again, this 
time with 'Chicagofahrt 
Weltausstellung 1933'. 


Shape of things to come 

An avalanche of Zeppelin stamp 
issues had begun to appear in the 
early 1930s, with Brazil, Cyrenaica, 
Greece, Hungary, Iceland, Italy, 
Liechtenstein, Paraguay, San 
Marino and Tripolitania among 
those offering their own take on 
the Graf Zeppelin experience. 

After Adolf Hitler came to power 
in Germany in 1933, however, 
Zeppelins took a more sinister turn 
again. Against the wishes of 
Eckener, who was no Nazi and was 
increasingly sidelined, they became 
swastika-bedecked instruments of 
Nazi propaganda. 

Two new, even larger airships 
were planned, the first of which 
was LZ 129 Hindenburg, launched 
in March 1936. One of her first 
duties was to be commandeered, 
along with Graf Zeppelin, to drop 
propaganda leaflets and broadcast 
political speeches following the 
reoccupation of the Rhineland by 
German troops. 

Hindenburg 

Slightly longer than Graf Zeppelin, 
Hindenburg had almost twice the 
volume, with accommodation on 
two decks within the hull, rather 
than in a smaller gondola.

COMMONWEALTH CLASSICS 



Admirable qualities 


With their array of plates, dies, papers, shades and flaws, the 1913-24 'Admiral' 
definitives of Rhodesia are among the most challenging issues in world philately 

■ Report by John Winchester 


O ne of the key 

developments in the 
'Scramble for Africa' in the 
1890s was the way in which Cecil 
Rhodes and his British South 
Africa Company gained control of 
Matabeleland and Mashonaland on 
the south bank of the Zambezi 
River, and expanded their 
influence to Barotseland and 
beyond on the north bank, creating 
what became known as Rhodesia. 

In 1910 the existing definitive 
series depicting the arms of the 
company was replaced by a large- 
format series portraying King 
George V and Queen Mary, but the 
new king was keen to progress 
from these 'double heads' to a more 
traditional format. This gave the 
printers, Waterlow, the opportunity 
to produce an even more 
accomplished design in 1913.

The chosen image was a full-face 
portrait of the King in the informal 
uniform of an Admiral of the Fleet, 
and a single design was produced 
for 19 recess-printed values, 
ranging from Vid to £1. 

Four low values were printed in 
one colour, from a single working 
plate, and 15 higher values in two 
colours, from separate head and 
duty plates. 

The 'Admirals' were issued on 
September 1, 1913. They would 
dominate Rhodesia's post for more 
than a decade, and become 
extremely collectable.

MARKET VALUES 


Lower values in the more common shades are 
generally affordable, often catalogued at under 
£10 mint, although perforation varieties are 
expensive. Higher values show huge variation in 
price but are mostly in three digits. 



Numerous printings of each value 
took place from 1913-24, identified 
by line and dot printers' marks in 
the sheet margins. 

Three different head dies were 
engraved, distinguishable from 
each other by variations in the 
King's left ear and the top of his 
cap. Different duty plates can also 
be identified. 

Most values exist perforated 
either 14 or 15, and many can be 
found imperforate between. 
Compound perforations of 14x15 
and 15x14 were applied in some 
cases, and one early printing of the 
Id was perforated 13 Vi. 

Some constant varieties are much 
sought after, such as the 'waxed 
moustache' flaw projecting from 
the left side of the King's facial hair. 


One value was overprinted: when 
supplies of the Vid stamp ran out in 
1917, it was necessary to surcharge 
the Id locally, creating the so-called 
'Livingstone Provisionals'. 

Printings of 1922-24 were made 
on whiter paper with white gum, 
and shade varieties add a further 
level of interest. 

When the BSAC finally 
relinquished its governmental 
power, the territory was divided. 

Southern Rhodesia became a 
self-governing colony in 1923, 
continuing to make use of the 
Admiral design until 1931 but with 
a change of inscription. Northern 
Rhodesia became a crown colony, 
for which new designs were 
introduced in 1925. ■

Post modern? 


Everyone knows that British post offices aren’t what they used to be. 
You might be surprised, however, by what some of them are 

■ Report by John Wright 


P ost offices were once a 

permanent fixture in British 
village life, with a dedicated 
building which was often seen as 
the hub of the community. Today, 
they are much less conspicuous, 
and can turn up in the most 
unexpected places. 

Many have simply been been 
closed. Ex-post offices have had a 
galaxy of reincarnations, including 
as numerous pubs and restaurants, 
14 betting shops, five nightclubs, 
two mosques, one bridal wear shop 
and a pregnancy advice centre! 

Others have been incorporated 
into other types of shop or 
business. Here, not only might the 
postmaster handle parcels, 
pensions, broadband services, 
travel money, passport 
applications, insurance and 
mortgages, but he might also cut 
your hair, save your soul, pull your 
pint, pull your teeth or even sell 
you dog food. 

Religious fervour 

West Hampstead's post office in 
north London is now located inside 
St James' Church. 

'The postmaster of the original

sub-post office retired and the 
managing estate agent asked if 
there was any interest,' says the 
Sherriff Centre manager, Jane 
Edwards. 

There was. She and Father 
Andrew Forshew-Cain successfully 


pitched a business plan to Post 
Office Ltd, and they began offering 
a services of a different kind in July 
2014, with profits going to charity. 

They were at pains to point out 
that 'last collection' should not be 
confused with 'collection plate': the 
congregation's letters are no 
substitute for donations. 


Behind bars 


Multipurpose shops 
incorporating post offices 
are nothing new. This 
cobble-faced house in 
Fulking, West Sussex, 
was a grocer's, draper’s, 
baker's and post office all 
in one at the end of the 
Victorian era, and 
survived until 1995. 

But it was perhaps best 
known locally for its 
name. Pronounce ‘The 
Fulking Post Office’ 
carefully, so as not to 
cause offence! 



Steve Marquis is both publican and 
postmaster at the Blue Bell Inn in 
Halkyn, Flintshire. 

The Trip Advisor website ranks 
the pub number one in its list of 
'things to do in Halkyn', and no 
wonder. One end of the L-shaped 
bar is a post office counter, so you 
can get your mail posted and then 
stay for a pint of locally brewed 
ales named Post Office Special 
Delivery or Paul's First Class. 

Steve says the Blue Bell was the 
first pub in Wales to have this set- 
up, and one of the first in the UK. 

'We have a nice rotation of cash 
going on. Chaps come in with their 
Amazon returns, take in money on

one side of the bar and pay out on 
the other/ There's also plenty of 
passing trade driving along the 
A55 North Wales Expressway to 
Holyhead. 

Steve and his wife Ness offer 
banking and posting services every 
day until 11pm, and they were even 
open on Easter Sunday. We 
wondered whether they needed to 
keep that quiet from the local 
clergyman. 'Oh, he was in here!' 

Milking it 

While helping farm owners turn an 
old barn into a country pursuits 
shop near Bury St Edmunds in 
Suffolk, in his role as a commercial 
manager for a building company, 
Phil Ratcliffe was struck by the 
potential of an adjacent abandoned 
cowshed. 

It would make a great coffee 
shop, he thought, so he left his job, 
rented it from the famer, cleaned it 
out (obviously) and did it up. \f> 


WORK OF FICTION 


One of Britain’s most idyllic small post offices is a fiction. 
Marsham Post Office, established by Steve Knight, is not in 
Marsham, Norfolk, but 76 miles away in his back garden in 
Halstead, Essex. 

The winner of Shed of the Year award in 2012, it now basks 
under the title of the Colne Valley Postal History Museum, 
welcoming visitors on designated open days. 

It boasts no fewerthan 125 British postboxes (and some 
foreign ones too), along with 25 stamp vending machines, 
postmen’s uniforms, post office artefacts and documents. 

‘We let people play with our stuff,’ says Steve. ‘They can 
use vending machines, cancel letters and handle the tools 
which crimp the lead seals shut on mailbags, for example.' 
The favourite item among children is a Victorian postman’s 
hat, which they can try on. 

It all developed from Steve’s collection of rural postboxes, 
started 20 years ago. ‘We have six pillar boxes on the street. 
Two are for Royal Mail and the others are sealed, but people 
still try to post letters in them.’

The Udder Room, as it's now called, 
doubles as Barrow Post Office, as it 
also incorporates a post office 
counter.

JUST A FACADE 


Pet project 

Josie Exton is that dream of letter- 
posters the world over, a cheerful 
postmistress who doesn't even 
mind if you bring your dog with 
you. She's introduced a post office 
counter to the pet shop she's been 
running for eight years in Wragby, 
Lincolnshire. 

It's an uncomplicated affair. 'The

counter is a unit made up of two 
pieces of plastic, which my 
husband put together/ she says. 

But she unhesitatingly confides 
that it turned the business around, 
and it all runs smoothly when 
customers put their parcels on the 
scales, not on the pet counter. 

She sells pet supplies rather than 
live animals, so she can't oblige any 
requests for sending budgies by 
airmail. 

Close shave 

When Kevin Molloy took on the 
post office in Odiham, Hampshire, 
four years ago, it was struggling 
and in danger of closing, so it 
required a new approach as well as 
a new sub-postmaster. 

'I noticed there wasn't a barber's 
shop in the village, so I put that in 
too,' Kevin says. 

As a result, you'll now find postal 
services offered inside Charlie's 
Barbers in the High Street. 

Reaching out 

The buzzword for post offices 
which no longer have a building to 
call their own is 'outreach'. If that 
sounds like a requirement for a 
postmaster with long arms, that's [> 


GONE FOREVER 



Perhaps the ultimate example of the disappearing rural post office was that of Capel 
Celyn, an idyllically peaceful village in Gwynedd. 

This photograph, taken in 1962, shows a girl riding her bike through the village, with 
the post office directly behind her. Three years later the Tryweryn valley was flooded, 
and the village with it, as the Llyn Celyn reservoir was created to provide water for the 
city of Liverpool. 

The post office was among 18 properties submerged, including homes and farms, in 
what became a cause-celebre for Welsh nationalists. 
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not far from the truth. 

In Lancashire, for example, 
Michael Bowker operates Halton 
Post Office (under the auspices of 
Carnforth Post Office) in the village 
pharmacy, where his wife is the 
manager. But that;s not all. Tve 
another in the dentist's, one in the 
back bar of a pub and two more in 
village halls/ he says. 

The security arrangements are 
simple. 'Everything's packed up 
each day and brought back to the 
main post office.' 

Small wonders 

The kudos of being Britain's 
smallest post office is contested by 
various candidates in Scotland. 

The rough blue shack that is the 
old Lochbuie Post Office on the Isle 
of Mull isn't really eligible, since it 
no longer offers postal services. 
After a six-mile hike along a remote 
track with breathtaking scenery, it's 
the only destination of interest 
except a castle. It's often 
unmanned, although tourists can 
help themselves to tea and cake, 
and pay via an honesty box. 

Kylesku Post Office, a 6ft x 8ft 
shed in Esther Brauer's back garden 
in a remote fishing village in 
Sutherland, is now an ex-post office 
too, because she retired in 2014 at 
the age of 82, after 61 years as sub- 
postmistress. She told BBC News 
that she used to handle five or six 
letters on a busy day, and sold 
about 100 stamps a year. 

That puts Margaret and John 
McDowall in the running for the 
prize, with their 10ft x 8ft shed 
which serves as a post office in 
Southend on the Mull of Kintyre. 

But there is competition from 
Mary Finlayson, whose Poyntzfield 
Post Office in Jemimaville, 
Ross-shire is another shed, the 
same size. 'When there are two 
people inside, it's crowded,' one 
regular customer told us. 

Positively large and luxurious in 
comparison was Blaenwaun Post 
Office in Carmarthenshire, once 
the smallest in Wales at 16ft by 10ft. 
Built in 1936, it was run by the 
same family as the Lamb Inn 
across the road, and customers 
who arrived when everyone was in 
the pub could press a button which 
rang a bell behind the bar. 

Disused from the 1960s, the post 
office was rebuilt in 1992 at 
St Fagans National History 
Museum near Cardiff. ■

Presenting arms 

All the regular issues for the Colombian state of Cundinamarca, from 1870 to 1904, 
featured the national coat of arms. Shaking things up were some 1883 provisionals 

■ Report by Adrian Keppel 


A s a mere department of 
modern Colombia, 
Cundinamarca is not 
internationally well-known today. 
But it was central to the foundation 
of the country, and indeed it is 
where you will find its capital, 
Bogota. 

When the United States of 
Colombia was established in 1861, 
following years of civil war and 
constitutional upheaval, it was as a 
federation of nine sovereign states. 
Each retained the right to issue its 
own postage stamps, and 
Cundinamarca duly entered the 
catalogue in 1870. 

Its first issue was a pair of 
imperforate lithographed stamps, a 
5c pale blue and a 10c scarlet. The 
two elaborate designs were similar, 
though not identical, depicting the 
Coat of Arms of Colombia, a 
condor perched atop a shield. 

In the same vein, new values of 
20c, 50c and lp were introduced 
from 1877-82, with the 10c design 
also being amended, all with 
different frames surrounding the 
Coat of Arms. Some of the stamps 
exist on either laid or wove paper. 

Arguably the most intriguing 
feature of these stamps is the 
reprints which were officially 
sanctioned later. By this time the 
plates had been defaced, and 
remnants of the lines used to 
cancel them are to some extent still 
visible on the reprints, making 
them readily distinguishable from 
the originals. 

Civil war and financial difficulties 
led to a range of provisional issues 
in 1883. Printed on paper of various 
colours with different frames, their 
designs simply comprise typeset 
text, including the value, with a 
postmaster's signature. 

Four values exist, of 10c, 50c, lp 
and 2r. The latter (the only 
Cundinamarca stamp denominated 
in reales rather than centavos and 



pesos) is by far the most valuable 
item in Cundinamarca philately, 
although no postally used 
examples are known and it remains 
unclear whether is was issued. 

Adding further intrigue is the 
existence of one copy on paper 
with a Flowers watermark, whereas 
all others are unwatermarked, and 
another (thought to be a proof 
printing) without either a 
postmaster's signature or 
denomination of value. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly given the 
lack of reliable information about 
them, these provisional issues are 
not catalogued by Stanley Gibbons. 
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'Reprints of the first 
issue were officially 
sanctioned , but they 
were printed from 
plates which had 
been defaced, so 
they are readily 
distinguishable from 
the originals'

Cundinamarca issued a new 

definitive set of six in 1885, this 
time comprising five values with 
the same Coat of Arms design. 

A year later, the United States of 
Colombia became the Republic of 
Colombia, but in spite of greater 
centralisation its constituent states 
retained their postal independence. 

Cundinamarca's most extensive 
series came in 1904, with 10 values 
ranging from lc to lp, with the 
Coat of Arms once again set in 
differing frames. For the first time, 
some of these stamps were 
perforated. 

It was a final hurrah. Soon 
afterwards, the states stopped 
issuing their own stamps and 
began using those of the 
republic. ■ 


WHERE IN THE WORLD? 
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SCOT 8 — RARE ANTI NAZI COVER: Commemorating the brave 
Shetland Islanders, who risked their lives in World War II, shipping 
supplies, arms, saboteurs and agents to Nazi Occupied Norway.

HANS ERNI 


The importance 
of being Erni 

The stunning designs of Hans Erni, who died last year, adorned almost 100 stamps 
from Switzerland and elsewhere. We examine 10 of the most beautiful and iconic

T he career of Swiss artist 
Hans Erni, who died in 
March 2015 at the age of 106, 
was remarkable in many ways. 

He showed great versatility, 
becoming known for his paintings, 
frescoes, sculptures, engravings, 
lithographs, theatre sets and 
ceramics, and working on a canvas 
as large as a mural or as small as a 
postage stamp. 

He also had amazing longevity. 
He was active as a stamp designer 
for fully six decades, from 1949 
until 2009. 

Rise and fall 

Born in Lucerne on February 21, 
1909, Erni studied art in Lucerne, 
Paris and Berlin. 

He first favoured abstract work, 
influenced by artists such as the 
cubist Pablo Picasso and the 
surrealist Salvador Dali. In the late 
1930s, however, the threat of war 
pulled him away from the abstract, 
as he felt a need to express himself 
more figuratively. 

This quickly brought him 
success. He came to fame when he 
designed an enormous mural for 
the 1939 National Exhibition in 
Zurich, entitled Switzerland: Holiday 
Land of the People. 

Erni served as a soldier in the 
Swiss Army during World War II, 
and was used as a camouflage 
designer, but his political 
convictions would later become an 
obstacle to him. Although his first 
stamp design was issued in 1949, 
his openly communist views saw 
him blacklisted and lost him many 
subsequent commissions. 

It was not until the Hungarian 
uprising was forcibly quashed by 
the Soviet Union in 1956 that he 


Stamps and more 

It was in the 1960s that Erni's 
philatelic output took off, and he 
remained prolific into the 1990s. 

Most of his stamp designs were 
for Switzerland, but there were also 
notable issues for the United 
Nations and Liechtenstein, and his 
motifs were used by other 
countries around the world. 

Although just as well known for 
larger works such as murals and 
stage sets, he once said: T am 
convinced that it is possible to 
express something even in the 
smallest space, assuming you have 
something to say/ 

Much of his work was focused on 


causes he believed in, from 
pacifism and international 
co-operation to protecting the 
environment and sport, and he 
continued working in old age. 

As late as 2009, at the age of 100, 
he had a 60m-long mural unveiled 
at the United Nations building in 
Geneva, featuring doves of peace, 
which were a recurrent theme in 
his art. He said that he wanted 
everyone working there to see it 
every day and think about peace. 

In the same year, he was invited 
to design two eye-catching Swiss 
stamps marking his own birth 
centenary. 

When Swiss television 
interviewed him on the occasion of 
his 106th birthday, Erni said he 
hoped his legacy would be 'a 
useful representation of the 
human race'. ■ 
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Switzerland 1949 
Gliding high 

Erni's first stamp design was Switzerland's 
Pro Aero If 50c stamp of 1949, which was 
valid only on special postal flights in April 
that year, linking the cities of La Chaux- 
de-Fonds, St Gallen and Lugano. 

Erni himself had qualified as a private 
pilot a few years earlier, and had a 
particular interest in aviation and 
aviation art. 

This particular design, showing a 
glider over a pattern of straight lines and 
spirals, was characteristic of Erni, who 
liked to use swirling lines to suggest 
movement. 



Liechtenstein 1971-72 
Sporting success

The most remarkable of Erni's designs for 
Liechtenstein are two complementary sets issued 
in 1971 and 1972 celebrating the Winter Olympic 
Games in Sapporo, Japan, and the Olympic Games 
in Munich, Germany. 

The total of eight colourful stamps illustrate 
competitors in various winter and summer sports, 
all against a backdrop of Erni's trademark 
swirling patterns. 

Typical of these, and perhaps the most apposite, 
was the 1971 If 50c design showing a woman 
figure skating, leaving her mark on the ice. 




Switzerland, International 
Labour Office 1975 
Work in progress 


Interesting sidelines of Swiss philately are the stamp issues for the 
various international organisations which are based in Switzerland, 
and in 1975 Erni was asked to design a definitive set for the 
International Labour Office, the permanent secretariat of the 
International Labour Organization in Geneva. 

The five stamps showed people at work, engaged in activities such 
as drilling, welding, using a lathe and a slide-rule. 

These are more traditional images than many of Erni's designs, but 
they have a distinctly caricatured effect, and feature dramatic use of 
light and shade for depth, not least the 100c value depicting a 
surveyor using a theodolite.

Switzerland 1979 
Signing in 

The names of designers are usually inscribed in 
the bottom left-hand corner of Swiss stamps, but 
unusually Erni was asked to include his 
signature in the engraved designs of the 1979 
Celebrities set, featuring writers and artists. 

He obliged, but reluctantly and very 
inconspicuously. 

On most values, his signature may be found 
just above the left shoulder of the person 
portrayed, but on the 40c red, honouring the 
artist Paul Klee, it may be found just to the left of 
the key in the bottom right-hand corner.

Uruguay 1984 
Aiming for the sun 

When Erni was commissioned to produce a poster marking the 40th 
anniversary of the International Civil Aviation Organisation in 
1984, he adapted part of an aluminium mural, entitled Man In Flight , 
which he had created in 1975 for the ICAO headquarters in Canada. 

This motif, depicting Icarus flying towards the sun from ancient 
Greek mythology, was then used by a number of countries for their 
ICAO commemorative stamps, including Anguilla, Cameroon, 
Gabon, Tanzania, Togo, Turkey and Uruguay. 

In typical Erni style, a jumble of swirls combine with restrained 
use of colour to portray an athletic human and his aetherial wings. 



Switzerland 1986 
Force of nature 



Erni won the Grand Prix de TArt Philatelique for Switzerland's 
Europa issue of 1986, his stamps declared the most beautiful issued 
for that year's Europa theme of Nature Conservation. 

His two 
complementary 
designs showed 
a woman's head 
surrounded by 
maritime 
symbolism on a 
50c value, and a 
man's head 
surrounded by 
terrestrial 
symbolism on a 
90c value.

Arguably Erni's best portrait work featured in 
Switzerland's 1990 Celebrities set of four. 

He managed to capture the personalities of the 
four painters and writers, including Blaise 
Cendrars on the 80c value, with a minimum of 
design fuss. 

This was also another outing for Erni's 
favourite typeface for the country name and 
denomination, which had already become 
something of a trademark. 



Switzerland 1995 
On the wings of a dove 


Erni's preoccupation with world peace made him an 
obvious candidate to design Switzerland's 1995 Europa 
issue, given the theme of Peace & Freedom. 

The simple but evocative 60c lower value in the set of 
two had sketched male and female faces superimposed 
on an embossed white dove of peace, a motif which 
cropped up frequently in the artist's work. 



United Nations 1993 
Peace for our time 



His belief in international co-operation meant that the United 
Nations was an organisation close to Erni's heart. He designed a 
number of stamps for it, including the 1984 Future For Refugees set, 
as well as donating a design for the Anti-Apartheid Committee, 
which was used as stamp motifs by various countries in 1981. 

But his most ambitious creation was a composite design for a block 
of four 60c

I was honoured to be invited to give the Kay Goodman Lecture at the Great Britain 
Philatelic Society National Philatelic Congress Leeds August 2015 ... but there was just 
one small problem - as many of you may know ...

■■ T the tender age of 18 1 took the decision to stop collecting

I might end up with a wonderful collection but 
No money to pay the mortgage ... so, never being seduced to 
‘carry on collecting’ what was I to talk about at the Congress? 

Expecting something of a ‘grilling’ with the subject 
‘Philatelic Auctions’ I entered the ‘Lion’s Den’, a good 
hundred passionate collectors at the Art Deco Queens Hotel 
Leeds. A good hour of non-stop questions later, I’m not sure 
why nobody asked me why I’m so passionately against huge 
‘Buyer’s Premiums’ but one collector expressing amazement 
at the size of our auctions asked how we manage to source 
so many stamps? 

To be honest sometimes we amaze ourselves - but 
ultimately it is all about ‘mind-set’ and belief. You see, unlike 
other auctions (and dealers) I take the simple view that if 
something is not selling it must be too expensive otherwise 
you, the collector, would have bid for it and won it at auction

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Football fever 


Britain’s national sport has enjoyed growing recognition in stamp issues, 
even if the other home nations might find England’s dominance galling 

■ Report by Jeff Dugdale 


R eferences to football on 

British stamps have become 
increasingly common since 
the first in 1966. 

Many have come in relation to 
England's participation in 
international tournaments, with 
the other home nations receiving 
scant attention. 

But there have been several 
recent issues featuring prominent 
individual players and managers, 
and a few oddities where football 
has crept into diverse themes such 
as films and war. 

The 1966 World Cup set of three 
stamps looks incongruous to 
modern eyes, with three different 
designers employed, two different 
Queen's heads and a mix of 
horizontal and landscape formats. 
Despite this, the 6d and Is 3d 
values both managed to show 
similar goalmouth action, leaving 
other aspects of the game ignored. 

England's victory in the 
tournament, beating West 
Germany 4-2 in the final, spawned 
a first in British philatelic history: a 
reprint with an additional 
commemorative inscription.

Fortunately, there was enough 
white space in the design of the 4d 
for 'England Winners' to be 
inserted, and the amended stamp 
was issued three weeks later. 

Further recollections of the 
tournament appeared in 1999, 
when a stamp in The Entertainers' 

'England's victory in the 1966 
World Cup Final spawned a first 
in British philatelic history: a 
reprint with a commemorative 
inscription added' 

Tale set illustrated England captain 
Bobby Moore holding the Jules 
Rimet Trophy aloft, and in 2012, 
when the House of Windsor 
miniature sheet had a design 
showing the team line-up. 

Famously, stamp designs were 
prepared in case Scotland won the 
1978 World Cup, but they were 
not required.

Although a single design in the 
1988 Sports Organisations issue 
noted the Centenary of the Football 
League, 30 years passed between 
1966 and the next full set featuring 
the sport, when the 1996 European 
Championship was hosted by 
England. 

Oddly, the chosen approach was 
to recall five Football Legends, and 
controversially four of these were 
England internationals and none 
was Scottish, even though Scotland 
had qualified for the tournament. 

Appropriately based on 
monochrome photographs, and 
this time depicting a wider variety 
of action, the stamps honoured 
Dixie Dean, the greatest goalscorer 
of the 1920s and 1930s, Billy Wright, 
the defender of the 1940s and 1950s 
who became the first man from any 
country to win 100 international 
caps, Duncan Edwards, the young 
prodigy killed in the Munich air 
disaster in 1958, and Bobby Moore, 
the World Cup winning captain.

The 2002 World Cup in Japan and 
Korea was celebrated in half- 
hearted fashion, with a miniature 
sheet of four se-tenant stamps 
showing footballs in the front of 
the four quarters of the English 
flag (England being the only home 
nation which had qualified). 

A much more interesting issue 
marked the 2006 World Cup in 
Germany, taking previous winners 
of the tournament as its theme, but 
again there was a strange anomaly. 

Six designs featured mages of the 
anonymous lower halves of 
international players wearing the 
national kit of England (1966), Italy 
(1934, 1938, 1982), Argentina (1978, 

1986), Germany (1954, 1974, 1990), 

France (1998) and Brazil (1958, 1962, 

1970, 1994, 2002), but curiously that 
omitted Uruguay (1930, 1950).

attacking players and bereft of 
full-backs!), these selections were 
controversial in that they included 
eight living players. 

On the other hand, a clever 
design saw the whole set issued in 
a miniature sheet which resembled 
a team photograph, albeit with all 
the players wearing different kits! 



A recent development has seen the 
honouring of some of Britain's 
greatest football managers. 

The 2009 Eminent Britons issue 
included a stamp portraying Matt 
Busby, who led Manchester United 
to domestic and European success 
from 1945-71, while the 2013 Great 
Britons set included Bill Shankly, 
who did likewise for Liverpool 
from 1959-74, and famously 
remarked that 'Some people think 
football is a matter of life and 
death. I can assure you it is much 
more important than that'. 

The 2014 Remarkable Lives set 


Perhaps the most imaginative 
issue on this theme was the 2013 
Football Heroes set, which took the 
concept of a best-of-British team of 


11 players from the four home 
nations, each portrayed wearing 
the international kit of their day. 

England was represented by 
Jimmy Greaves, Gordon Banks, 
Bobby Moore, Bobby Charlton (all 
from the 1966 squad), Kevin 
Keegan, Bryan Robson and John 
Barnes, Scotland by Denis Law and 
Dave Mackay, Wales by John 
Charles and Northern Ireland by 
George Best. 

Leaving aside differing opinions 
as to who merited inclusion in the 
team (which was top-heavy with

featured Joe Mercer, best known as 
the manager of Manchester City. 

Oblique references to the sport in 
recent years have also included a 
stamp in the 2014 Great British Film 
issue celebrating Bend it Like 
Beckham , which concerns young 
female players, and one in the 2015 
First World War series showing the 
leather football which was kicked 
across no-man's-land on the first 
day of the Battle of Loos in 1915. ■

Dear Colleague, 

One of the problems of producing a 
catalogue is that without prices most 
people will not be interested in buying 
the catalogue! Even today we refer 
to 50 year old reference books such 
as Robson Lowe (Publisher: Billig) 

- a world famous philatelist and 
dealer/auctioneer whose name you 
will find on many expert committee 
certificates. 

You would think that the prices 
/ information in these 50 year old 
catalogues would be useless but how 
wrong you would be. Such specialist 
catalogues are full of information that 
collectors who purchase SG catalogues 
today would find fascinating - such 
as premiums for multiples (always 
useful) and proofs, essays, forgeries 
and the like - surely an opportunity 
there for SG? Quantities printed 
/ issued for example would shed 
so much light on catalogue values 
(Michel often includes this). 

Prices from 50 year old Robson 
Lowe catalogues are easily related 
to catalogue values / prices today. 
Occasionally even now we come 
across unpriced specialist catalogues 

- they may be fine for purists but my 
experience of collectors is that part 
of the attraction to stamps is their 
relative rarity value. We all seek a 
‘find’ and many who search diligently 
will make them ... but in practice so 
many collectors say to me “what is 
your best find?” ... and generally how 
disappointing the answer is. Full time 
‘philatelic professionals’ do not have 
the time to turn each stamp and check 
for watermark / specialist varieties 

- anybody who collects / handles 
stamps knows how stamps ‘suck’ time 
and what a wonderful therapeutic

hobby philately is for those who are 
incapacitated ... 

But to return to the subject of 
catalogues requiring prices one 
must then examine the relationship 
of the catalogue producer to the 
actual market place. So often this 
is overlooked ... yet one only has to 
look at a Stanley Gibbons catalogue 
to see the ‘caveat’ that their minimum 
catalogue price does not necessarily 
reflect value - rather it is the price 
that the only(?) public listed Stamp 
Company on any stock exchange 
worldwide - in stamp terms a large 
company - is prepared to sell that 
stamp for. If your company has a 
market value of £160 million pounds 
and a yearly turnover of £70 million 
then you can not sell lp stamps for lp 

- you are forced to have a minimum 
catalogue price .... BECAUSE what 
many people do not realise is that 
Stanley Gibbons catalogue price is 
actually the price that they will supply/ 
sell that stamp in high quality to you. 
In practise I believe their Strand shop 
has long had a minimum selling price 
per stamp/set of £1 regardless of the 
stamp’s market value. 

So, it follows that if you have dozens 
of the same stamp and then thousands 
of different stamps in varying quantity 

- all catalogued by Stanley Gibbons at 
say an average of 50p each ... making 
a theoretical total catalogue value 
of £10,000 .... you may have 20,000 
assorted stamps but your stamp 
holding may literally be worth as little 
as £50 or £2.50 per 1,000 stamps ! 

It is so easy to obtain thousands 
of stamps for so little money. For 
example our Avon Mixtures business 
will sell you a packet of over 2,000 
assorted stamps - all off paper - for 


as little as £15 or less than this to pick 
through. Just consider how much 
catalogue value there must be in this 
packet and how small an amount of 
money we are charging, and what a 
small price is asked for so much fun 
to sort through them. http://www. 
up as tamp auctions, co. uk/contents/ 
en-uk/d3_Mixtures. html 

Now, let’s turn our attention to the 
status of other catalogue publishers. It 
follows that if you see a recent stamp 
catalogue with minimum catalogue 
values of literally a few pence/cents 
for the most common stamps then 
this is likely to be a more independent 
catalogue publisher pricing stamps 
by scarcity rather than by a minimum 
commercial price at which one could 
theoretically (but not really in practice) 
handle the sale of such a stamp. Such 
catalogue producers are unlikely to 
be able to supply such stamps to you 
at these prices or indeed may not sell 
stamps at all .... but typically low unit 
prices are what you may expect to pay 
for common stamps when purchased 
in mixtures. 

The conclusion to draw is that 
‘catalogue value’ depends upon the 
commercial status of the catalogue 
publisher and price for cheaper 
stamps may be totally unrelated to 
catalogue value.

Washday blues 

Victorian fraudsters found a clever way of faking the blued paper used for 
Great Britain’s 1883-83 high value stamps. They added stamps to their laundry 

■ Report by John Winchester 


C ollectors of the Victorian stamps of Great Britain will be 
familiar with blue-tinged or bleute paper. 

In the 1840s the printer Perkins Bacon created it by 
accident, when the potassium ferrocyanide mordant added to 
printing ink reacted with iron salts in the paper. In the 1860s the 
paper supplier R D Turner & Co began to manufacture it 
deliberately for fiscal stamps, as it would leave tell-tale marks 
should anyone attempt to remove a cancellation. 

When the new series of high-value postage stamps with values 
of 2s 6d, 5s and 10s were issued in 1883-84, they too were initially 
printed on Turner's blued paper, until a white equivalent became 
available. Stamps from this short 'blue period' were scarce, and 
their catalogue values began to climb in the 1890s, opening the 
door to fraudulent attempts to artificially 'blue' stamps printed 
on white paper. 

Initially the forgers would simply soak the more common 
stamps in diluted ink, but this crude method was later replaced 
by a more realistic effect, discovered in the laundry. 

The firm of Reckitt's offered a product called Bag Blue, which 
comprised small muslin bags containing an ounce of 'smalt' (a 
form of ground glass containing cobalt), designed to impart a 
brightening blue-white colour to the weekly whites wash. At Id 
each, these became a smart investment for a would-be forger.

because they also gave white paper a soft blue tone. 

Mint stamps would loose their gum in the wash, of course, but 
used stamps with a postmark dated before 1887 were treated in 
large numbers. There was more than a touch of irony to the 
manufacturer's slogan 'Buy Reckitt's Blue, and beware of 
imitations'! ■
